NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 20—(AP)—The estimated death 
toll of the fearful hurricane that swept the Gulf Coast 
Friday neared the 100 mark Saturday night as the lifting 
storm and receding water permitted a survey of casualties 


and destruction. 

Death laid its heaviest hand on 
the resort area of the Mississipp! 
coast in the Biloxi-Gulfport vicin- 
ity, which was flattened as if by 
a giant scythe. 

Twenty bodies were recovered. 
As many as 81 persons were re- 
ported dead or missing. Damage 
to buildings and crops mounted 
into the millions of dollars.

It was a good visit. We missed 
seeing John Huffmaster, a tenant 
farmer who paid out in five years, 
and is highly respected as a farm 
owner who has done a successful 
job of farming. His son, Wallace, 
also is one of the 4-H Club boys 
doing well with projects. 


Riding along, Brooks County’s 
fine agent, L. V. Cawley, told me 
of the famous old Hickory Head 
Farm Club, one of the two oldest 
in the entire South. It obviously 
was the first co-operative formed 
in Georgia. 


At the Quitman Free Press, 
where the famed and able writer, 
Edna Cain Daniel, made us wel- 
come, we arranged for a little 
more information. 


| The Club was organized in the 
1850s, well before the War Be 
tween the States. ‘Brooks County 
was famous then as the leading 
“Hog, Hay and Hominy” county 
of the South. 


The Club was organized pri- 
marily to enable the members to 
buy ice, salt and fertilizers col- 
lectively. They had invented the 
method of building-small houses, 
with space in the walls for saw- 
dust, and space below or above 
|the meat for packing in great 
quantities of ice. The salted meat 
was cured there, and iater 


' 


smoked. 


The competition was keen, and 
every year a committee visited 
each farm and chose the winner. 
This was the day before prizes, 
and the farmer who won had the 
real honor of knowing he had 
been picked by his neighbors as 
the best. 


During the war, the Club sold 
meat on a contract basis to the 
Commissary Department of the 
Confederate Army, and the Coun- 
ty came to be known as “The 
Smokehouse of the Confederacy.” 

The Club continued through the 

war and after. Some of the old 
pictures, dating back to 1900, re- 
veal a past that was great in its 
achievement in agriculture. There 
were parades and booths and dem- 
onstrations. The “floats” were dec- 
orated farm wagons, pulled by 
sleepy mules. One of the chief 
booths had the county named let- 
tered in golden peanuts above a 
roof made of oat straw, thatched 
like an Irish cottage... The front 
was made of pale-green sugar 
cane with borders of red cane. 
Hams hung from the interior, and 
bunches of green collards provid- 
ed other decorations. 
The first ice house for curing 
meat was built by W: W. Rast 
for Allen Groover, and ice was 
shipped in carload lots from Sa- 
vannah. 

The Club has now been revived 
after a lapse of almost 30 years. 
The new Club modeled itself aft- 
er the old, and some of the new 
members are descendants of the 
original members.

HOW STRONG IS AMERICA? 


U.S. Foreign Policy and 3 Inches of ‘Lost Soil 


By ROBERT 8. BIRD 


Travelers who fly across the continent view a sehceoneoenre | 
carpet which is the American land. This carpet of topsoil, once the 
richest in the world, is what sustains the nation’s life; even its 
place in the world. 

It is just six inches thick. That is ifs average depth across the 
nation today. Only a few years ago it averaged nine inches deep. 
The rest has sincé washed into the oceans or literally gone with 
the wind. 

In helping to shape foreign policy, this country’s agricultural 
experts think first of that missing three inches of topsoil. It has 
brought the country to the edge of the margin in land resources, a 
margin that began shrinking when pioneers burned virgin forests 
in their haste to clear land for crops. 

How much of the remaining land fertility can be snatched from 
ruin? -How far will the tremendous technological improvements 
in agriculture go toward replacing the loss? Answers to these ques- 
tions will decide how much and how long America’ can help to feed 
Europe, how well this country can maintain its living standard and 
where the nation will stand in future world affairs. 

Given the need and a reasonable break in weather, American 
farmers can continue present high levels of food production, per- 
haps even exceed them. Agricultural experts foresee a slight 


slowing up of present production records in the next year or S50, | 


to be followed by an upswing which might even surpass all pre- 
vious records. They condition their forecast on average weather 
during the next few years and on continued high employment, 
income and farm prices. 

With these factors in favorable balance, the experts anticipate 
only a moderate reduction in next year’s food supplies. The 
greatly diminished corn crop of this Fall will curtail 1948 meat pro- 
duction somewhat; and farmers can’t count on harvesting quite the 
bumper crops of 1946 and 1947. From 1949 through 1952—-weather 
and economic factors remaining the same—another rise in produc- 
tion seems likely, with a continued upward trend in domestic food 
consumption. This last would cut into the supplies available for 


rt. 

Drouth could drastically change the picture for the worse, or 
an extraordinary use of Government controls could step up exports 
at the expense of domestic consumption. 

But when agriculturists undertake to break down this broad 
outlook on the food situation into a more detailed analysis, the 
factors of land depletion and the recent technological changes in 
farming intrude into the picture. 

Agriculture was revolutionized between World War I and World 
War II. 

Agriculturalists scarcely realized’ the staggering dimensions of 
the upheaval \until quite recently. The drouth of the 1930s had 
obscured wha was going on. When the drouth ended and the 
war started, fveather and the intensive war effort were credited 
with the new production peaks reached by farmers. 

Now the conviction is growing that farm production never 
will go down again—for any substantial period, at least—to the 
old prewar levels, unless for some reason capital, labor or land 
goes out of agricultural production in large volume. 

Weather is believed to have accounted for only about one- 
quarter of the wartime increase in food production—a rise of 122 
percent of the 1934-39 average. Mechanization was the chief fac- 
tor; new and better use of lime and fertilizer, cover crops, con- 
servation practices, all greatly helped; hybrid seed, better feeding 
of livestock, and more effective control of insects and disease were 
powerful factors. 

Hybrid seed, first produced in Connecticut in 1922, arrived in 
the corn belt seven years later. By wartime it was adding 400,- 
000.000 bushels to the corn crop. To grow this additional amount 
of the open-pollinated corn, 16,000,000 more acres of land would 
have had to be planted. 

Cotton and oats yields, to use only two examples, have been 
greatly increased by changed methods. Higher yield potatoes were 
developed, and growers used new insect and disease control tech- 
niques and mechanical equipment on far larger areas than before. 
Potato crops of recent years have glutted the nation.

Marshall Plan would expose to over-strain an area of American | 


cropland estimated at mcre than 10,000,000 acres, or six times the 
size of Connecficut. But this is only a small part of our total 
farm land. The same danger in worse degree menaces much more 
of our soil even -without the Marshall Plan. 

In the United States, land fertility is draining away, and the 
population is rising fast. ‘The extent of the danger has been 
pretty well measured. The loss of one-third of our topsoil has 
taken out of production one-fifth of the original tillable land. An- 
other half-million acres is going out of cultivation every year. 

A greatly stepped-up food export plan might permanently ruin 
a fraction of these lands; land that should never be put to plow 
would be planted; land that should be lying fallow or rotated in 
pasture would be cropped continuously; land on steeper slopes 
would be placed in crops at the risk of uncontrolled erosion. 

But experts insist that the major part of our endangered soil 
can be saved if the nation’s farmers and ranch owners act in time. 
A Marshall Plan food program that might impair a fraction of 
fertility for the sage of hungry people abroad might also spur this 
nation into a new awareness of the larger danger, and speed up 
plans to combat it. 

Contour plowing, terracing, strip cropping, windbreaks, cover 
crops, drainage and diversion ditches, and dozens of other tech- 
niques, all-are being used in increasing degree for the control of 
water, for the replenishment of the soil, and for better utilization 
of the land. Most of this work is being carried on within the 
framework of the United States Department of Agriculture’s Soil 
Conservation Service program. 

Four and one-half million farmers and ranchers now are organ- 
ized for the battle. But one and one-half million more will have 
to be recruited to bring all the nation’s 1,142,000,000 acres of farm 
apd ranch land into Soil Conservation Districts, and only 57,- 
000,000 acres of land have received full treatment. Time is get- 
ting short; it will get even shorter if the Marshall Plan is adopted. 

One more item must be covered in any discussion of the Mar- 
shall Plan’s probable effect on American farmers—fertilizer. 

American fertilizer consumption is at an alltime high, pushed 
up by the double impetus of high farm income and the increased 
need for soil nutrients created by the use of hybrid seeds. 

Altogether, a total of nearly 15,000,000 tons of commercial 
fertilizer was consumed in the United States last year, an increase 
of 13 percent over 1945. Despite expanding plant capacity, domestic 
demand continues to outstrip supply. 

Yet American fertilizers are likely to be one of the chief prod- 
ucts to be shipped abroad under the Marshall Plan. Europe's fer- 
tilizer needs as a result of the war-are acute; even’ the peasant's 
precious animal manure has lost much of its plant food value be- 
cause of the half-starved condition of his livestock. 

However, there is no present shortage of basic fertilizer re- 
sources. Phosphate rock exists in abundance in several areas of 
the country and huge reserves have been scarcely tapped. Potash 
is not yet in short supply but may be running thin within 100 
years. Nitrogen is as abundant as air; the problem is one of ex- 


panding plant capacity to increase the output of the product by the 


fixation process. 

Commercial industry has taken over most of the plants oper 
ated by the Government during the war to make nitrogen for explo- 
sives, and the industry forecasts a doubled nitrogen production 
by the end of 1948. Potash distribution to farmers in this coun- 
try from the major commercial companies is expected to amount 
to about 750,000 tons during the year ending May 30, 1948—about 
the same as was available to them last year. The phosphate out- 
look is complicated by the Government’s diversion of part of the 
supply to Japan, but the industry estimates that the 1946-47 fiscal

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Senator Taft on Prices 


Sen. Robert A. Taft, choice of the Re- 
publican Party chiefs who now have 
their candidate on display in political win- 
dows across the nation, has advanced a 
program for reducing the cost of living. 

It is a much better one than his famous 
“Let the people eat less,” of a week ago 
which caused him to be roundly con- 
demned and classed with the lady who 
asked why, if the people had no bread, 
they did not eat cake. 

Speaking to guests at the Common- 
wealth Club in San Francisco, he offered 
Six points: 

1—Discourage all wage increases to the 
extent that they mean an increase in 
prices. 

2—Seek stabilization of prices and 
Wages at some level, perhaps 50 to 60 
percent over 1939, in the hope that an 
increase in supply and some decrease in 
demand will bring prices down from their 
present level which marks an 80 to 100 
percent rise. 

3—Restrict exports. 

4—Reduce Government expenses and 
taxes. 

o—Educate business to reduce some of 
its profits by cutting prices. 

6—Encourage voluntary reduction in 
consumption of products in short supply. 

A mixture of the specific and the vague, 
the Taft proposals are at least a program. 
The administration does not yet have one, 
but Sec. Anderson’s rumblings about 
speculation seem to have had an effect 
that is befter than a trial-balloon program. 
Apparently in fear of some administration 
action against speculation in grains, prices 
have broken and meat will come down 
from 1 cent to 4 cents per pound within 
a week. 
upon the market speculation. 


No Scapegoat for High 


Many politicians and labor leaders 
who have been shouting for an extra ses- 
sion of Congress to deal with the price 
situation may be dismayed at the findings 
in a nationwide Gallup poll, published on 
the opposite page today. 


For not only does the poll report that 
ro large portion of voters fixes the blame 
for high prices on any single group or 
factor, but it also reveals that in the pub- 
lic mind the Government carries a larger 
share of blame than business and industry, 
and that the number of citizens blaming 
labor itself for high prices is not inconsid- 
erable. But the percentages are not large 
enough for politicians to make a scape- 
goat of any of the three. 


Statistically, Dr. Gallup’s survey shows 
that 17 percent of the people lay high 
prices at the door of the Government, 
Fourteen percent say business and indus- 
try are to blame, while nine percent assert 
labor has been the chief factor. Other 
groups are blamed, too, but each by neg- 
ligible percentages of voters. 

As Dr. Gallup points out in today’s re- 
port, if a big portion of the public blamed 
any particular factor or group for present 


Whether they rise again depends: 


Grain and meat prices are halves of 
the same apple, because of the effect on 
feed,~thus Sec. Anderson’s statement “If 
the size of the wheat crop, compared 
with the amount being exported and the 
amount left over were widely known, the 
bottom of speculation would drop out”— 
is of considerable significance. 

The country now has the largest wheat 
supply in its entire history, Sec. Ander- 
son said. There are 1,408,000,000 bush- 
els on hand. The nation normally uses 
750,000,000 for food, feed and seed, he said, 
adding that shipping 350,000,000 bushels 
abroad would leave the nation with 200.- 
000,000 bushels above normal demand. 

So, he deduces, the only reason bread 
and wheat products keep going up in 
price is speculation. That this fact, when 
the farmers and consumers finally absorb 
it, will lead eventually to legislative con- 
trol of the speculative markets in grain is 
inevitable. The speculators, who ‘likely 
will cry out against “regimentation” and 
“socialism” when that day arrives, will 
never consider that they, by driving up 
the price of grain when the nation had 
its largest surplus, brought it on them- 
selves. 

The only weapon is public action, and 
perhaps Sen. Taft’s best points are num- 
ber two and six. 

We can’t go back to rationing. Con- 
gress would have to act before that-would 
be possible and even then, the go 
would be nil. As Sec. Anderson said, 
required 120 days for it to become sehen 
tive with the assistance of OPA boards 
throughout the nation. 

Official pressure, and exposure of spec- 
ulation, and Sen. Taft’s point two and 
six remain our best weapons—inadequate 
though they may prove.

high prices, politicians of the demagogic 
sort well could enjoy a field day by incit- 
ing action against that group. 

As it stands, however, the public 
blames most the three groups which are 
doing the mtost feuding among themselves 
about high prices. The Government 
blames business for shooting prices up un- 
necessarily, while business shouts that 
Governmental policies are largely respon- 
sible, and that labor has been a willing 
accessory to the fact. Labor unions, of 
course, contend it is solely the greed of 
profiteers that has made prices unbear- 
able. They claim that wages, which in 
many cases have risen more than 100 per- 
cent since 1941, are in no way responsible. 

To the fairly impartial observer who 
is not too much taken, with any of the 
arguments, it is obvious that all three 
groups are somewhat to blame, together, 
with conditions over which none have 
much degree of control. That would seem 
to be the verdict of the public as shown 
by the Gallup poll, and we take it as a 
tribute to the level-headednéss of the av- 
erage American that he has not allowed 
factional shrieks to dissipate his good 
judgment.

A recent report by the Research Council on 

Alcohol, an affiliate of the American Association 

for the Advancement of Science, estimates that 

60,000,000 persons in the United States take occasional drinks, 3,000.,- 

000 drink to excess and about one-quarter of that number, 750,000, 
cannot control their craving and are classed as true alcoholics. 

Somewhat surprisingly, after all the movies I’ve seen,’ news. 
papermen and writers are in the second division in the highball 
league, holding down fifth place. In first place are agricultural 
workers and farmers. This includes migrant farm workers and 
ranch hands. 

Th? totals are not encouraging, but no} too alarming, if one views 
them for what they are—statistics. Our national population has 
climbed about 10,000,000 since the time prohibition first was inaugu 
rated and therefore there are more persons to fill in the columns of 
figures. More is being drunk, but there are more to drink it and 
become fouled up in the dragnets which police are reported as cast- 
ing, and combed out of the social hair by the fine-tooth comb with 
which police comb the haunts and spawning piaces of crime. Actu- 
ally, we are not behaving any worse than before, and perhaps are 
a little better, if we keep in mind the population increases which 
make the statistics appear worse. 


Problem The problem, despite the fact that only about 3,000,000 

of 140,000,000 drink to excess, is a vast one because of 
the by-products of crime, violence and because, too, of the human 
erosion that goes on. 

Most pitiful of all are the three-quarters of a million true alco- 
holics, men and women, who have just got to have that other drink, 
and for whom neither medical science, religion, psychiatry nor 
the processes of law have found any answer. 

Putting them in hospitals does not cure; religion helps now and 
then; psychiatry has about the same score, and the jail sentence 
has ver accomplished anything save, perhaps, a worsening of the 
trus: dicoholiiaa attitudes. 

Success The most successful agency is Alcoholics Anonymous, 

an organization of men who have quit. It does a mag- 
nificent job with men and women who will admit their defeat. To 
it come many who are there because of remorse or shame, or 
because they have been pushed there by friends and family. Alco- 
holics Anonymous can do nothing with these. It can help only 
that person who knows he, or she, is defeated and who wants 
more than anything else to be free from it. There is no need try- 
ing anything with the others. 

The tragic fact of many alcoholics is that despite the fact they 
are wretched and their sober moments are filled with remorse, 
they have some sort of mental block which will not allow them to 
admit what everyone else knows, that they are alcoholics whose 
word is not zood, whose skills cannot be hired with any assurance of 
their being used: whose minds and bodies are sick. To say that 
these persons have any fun or pleasure in drinking is equivalent 
to saying that a person with typhoid enjoys having it. Indeed, one 
of the great and poisonous falschoods which remains from ancient 
past is that the recurrent drunks must be punished because they

It 
may be a sort of hypnosis, but whatever it is, and it is a mixture 
of psychiatry, religion and common sense, it works with many of 
those who admit they have reached the end of their rope and who 
knew they cannot do it alone.

Bids for $15,354,000 in Atlanta 
improvement bonds, representing 
the remainder of the $20,400,000 
authorized in the 1946 election, 
have been asked by city adminis- 
tration leaders. Bids will be re- 
ceived and opened at noon Oct. 7 
at the City Hall. 

Mayor Hartsfield Friday said ad- 
vertisements have been authorized 
for a forthcoming issue of “The 
Bond Buyer,” a Wall Street pub- 
lication regarded as the unofficial 
guide for investments. 

Hartsfield said he understands 
that the municipal bond market is 
higher at present than it has been 
for months and that the city is 
feeling out the situation regarding 
the sale of the securities. 

“Our advertisement to sell does 
not necessarily mean we will,” 
Hartsfield said. “We are confident 
we should get at least par value 
for the issue, but some experts ad- 
vise we cannot hope for that.” 

When the municipality offered 
the first of the securities amount- 
ing to $5.046,000 were sold Oct. 29, 
1946, a premium of $64,583.75 was 
paid by a syndicate of which Leh- 
man Bros., of New York, was ac- 
count manager. 

The bonds already sold were 
$1,500,000 for traffic: $1,250,000 
for schools; $1,018,000 for airport 
improvements; $24,000 for the au; 
ditorium: $12,000 for fire improve. 
ments: $7,000 for the Municipal 
Garage: $500,000 for sewers; $250.- 
000 for parks, and $485,000 for li- 
braries.

World Community Day will be 
obseryed throughout America on 
Nov. 7, under the direction of the 
United Council of Church Women. 
“The World Is My Community” 
is the theme chosen and the pro- 
gram represents the response o 
American church women to the 
needs of suffering children around 
the world, and the determination 
that never,again shall children 
pay the price of the madness of 
war. 

In the Fall of 1945 the UCCW 
sent through Church World Serv- 
ice, which has administered aid 
in 30 Asiatic and European coun- 
tries, more than a million baby 
diapers and thousands of com- 
plete layettes. Last year the orga- 
nization assembled at least 500.,- 
000 “Kiddie Kits” for children 
from two to five. For World Com- 
munity Day, 1947, the call is for 
500.000 “Boxes and Bundles” for 
six to 12-year-olds.

_Mrs. Suddeth a Leader | in Welfare Work 


By LENNA McKINLEY 


Ruth Elgin Suddeth believes it is the duty of 
a Christian not only to be his “brother’s keeper,” 
but his “brother’s brother.” 

That is the principle back of her inspired 
work as head of the Christian Social Relations 
Committee of the Atlanta Council of Church 
Women, an organization which pools the _ spir- 
itual forces of church women from all .denomi- 
nations. 

One rainy morning three years ago; Mrs. 
Suddeth dropped in on a meeting of the Atlanta 
Council, curious to know how this group of 
women functioned to spread its work so ef- 
fectively. She was back at the the next meet- 
ing, soon became engrossed in the Council’s pro- 
gram, created the idea of a Social Relations Com- 
mittee a year later and has been the motivating 
power behind its work ever since. 

Born in Alabama, Mrs. Suddeth received her 
education at the University of Georgia, Emory 
and Columbia Universities, and taught in Georgia 
public schools for a nuMber of years. She came 
to Atlanta with her husband, W. B. Suddeth, in 
1933, and served as a supply teacher in Atlanta 
high schools for 10 years. 

Retiring in 1943, she soon found herself with 
time on her hands—with her daughter married and 
her son in service—and so decided to seek outlet 
for some of the ideas on Christian service which 
had been revolving in her mind for many years. 
And it has been in the Christian Social Relations 
work of the Atlanta Council of Church Women that 
she has found the perfect medium for her talents. 

She and her committee of 10 outstanding church 
women work diligently on a program of study and

“The missionary 
church women should begin right 
here at home, not in some far- 
away country,” she said. “If we 
are to have world unity we must 
first of all have a World Church.

“As for myself, I’m going to ca- 
ter to the Atlanta produce market. 
There is a big demand, an increas 
ing demand, there for all sorts of 
farm produce. It will take many 
years for local farmefs to catch up 
with that Atlanta demand, and 
that’s why I’m going to cater to it. 

“But in order to do that sort of 
business, the farmer himself must 
realize that he is in a_ business.

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Cedric -Orders His Soa to

but Ivanhoe Refuses and Is 

Disinherited and Turned Out of;

OWENA is the heroine of “Ivan- 
hoe,” the novel that Sir Walter 
Scott published in 1819. 

For. six years he produced with 

amazing speed the stories of Scottish 
life which established his fame- 


? 


“Waverly,” 1814; “Guy Mannering, 
1815; “Old Mortality,” 1816; “Rob 
Roy,” 1817; “The Heart of Midlo- 
thian,” 1818; “The Bride of Lammer- 
moor,” 1819. 

“Ivanhoe” was his first novel 
about England, and Rowena was his 
first English heroine. 

The Scottish stories were made out 
of material known and loved from 
boyhood. Scott wrote them in a spon- 
taneous outpouring. By comparison 
the composition of “Ivanhoe” was the 
result of study and thought. 

The enormous popularity of the 
novel began with English readers, 
who liked an English hero, and an 
English heroine, and that extremely 
English band of patriotic brigands, 
the forest outlaws. 

“Ivanhoe” remains a great story to- 
day, especially in the scene of the 
archery match and in the siege of 
the castle, with Rebecca, from her 
perilous station, giving the wounded 
Ivanhoe a blow by blow report of the 
fight. 

The story coincides with the re- 
turn of Richard - the - Lion - Hearted 
from captivity on the Continent after 
his exploits in the Holy Land. 

His treacherous brother John in- 
IpAaz 
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tended that Richard should never 
return, but the heroic king escaped 
from his dungeon, made his way back 
to England, concealed himself for a 
while among the forest outlaws, and 
emerged at the end of Séott’s novel 
to resume his throne. 

scott wished the forest outlaws 
and Richard to represent on two 
levels the sturdy English love of 
justice and order. But however 
glamorous Richard may be, it is hard 
to make much of his record as a 
statesman. Scott didn’t even try. 

In “Ivanhoe” Richard is useful t 
the plot chiefly because he was ad 
mired by the English, who considered 
him their ideal leader even though 
he was one of the conquering and 
hated Norman race. 

Ivanhoe was the son of Cedric, a 
wealthy Saxon of ancient lineage, 
who refused to accept the customs 
and the language of the Normans. 
Jn his own household he preserved 
as much as he could of the civiliza- 
tion he knew was passing. 

His niece Rowena was his ward. 
He wished her to marry Athelstane, 
who was descended from the oldest 
and best Saxon stock. but Rowena 
could not overlook the fact that 
Athelstane, though large and muscu. 
lar, had not much energy and no 
mind at all. 

She loved Cedric’s son, Ivanhoe, 
and Ivanhoe loved her, but his stub 
born old father, bent on joining the 
family line with that of Athelstane, 
commanded his son to put Rowena 
out of his thoughts and look for a 
wife elsewhere, 


When Ivanhoe refused to obey or- 
ders, Cedric disinherited him and 
showed him the door. 

Ivanhoe went to the Crusades in 
King Richard's train, covered himself 
with honor, and returned to England 
disguised as a palmer or pilgrim, at 
the moment when Richard appeared 
among the outlaws in the forest. 

Just why Ivanhoe had to keep his 
return secret, the story does not 
make clear. From the money-lender, 
Isaac of York, he obtained a horse 
and arms to fight in the tournament 
at Ashby. 

He won the tournament but re- 
ceived a severe wound, from. which 
he was nursed back to health by 
Rebecca, Isaac’s daughter. Why Ro- 
wena did not recognize him when he 
rose on the tourney field, it is diffi- 
cult to understand unless medieval 
armor changed completely those who 
wore it, 

‘The portrait of Rowena convinces 
us of her rood looks, but hardly SUR- 
pests that she had much more en 
ergy of character than Athelstane. 
In the crises of the story Scott gives 
her little to do. Since she makes no 
heroic decisions, her personality suf- 
fers in comparison with the wonder- 
ful Rebecca, and many a reader has 
wished that Scott had made Isaac’s 
daughter the heroine of the novel. 

Scott realized that this would hap- 
pen, and in the preface to the novel, 
after explaining why he was now 
writing a story of England rather 
than of Scotland, he tells us why he

married Ivanhoe off to Rowena in- 
stead of giving him to Rebecca, who 
wgs a real person. 

Novelists, like other artists, he 
wrote, must aveid being typed. He 
now wrote about Emgland because 
he had already written so much 
about Scotland. 

Undoubtedly Rebecca was the 
great character in the story, but part 
of her greatness, Scott said, came 
from complete unselfishness. What 
she did for Ivanhoe was “all for love 
and nothing for reward.” 

If at the close of the story she 
could have married Ivanhoe, her long 
sacrifice would have been ended and 
her character would have seemed, 
perhaps, less admirable, certainly less 
romantic.and less pathetic. 

Furthermore, marriage between 
her and Ivanhoe would have been 
incredible in the’ Middle Ages. After 
all, the book was intended to be his- 
torical, even though there is a good 
deal of fantasy in parts of it. 

The reader likes Rowena at the 
end of the story, when she meets and 
talks with Rebecca for the first and 
last time. Each woman has consider- 
able curiosity to see what the other 
is like. Rebecca comes off very well 
from the interview, as we should 
expect. So does Rowena. 

Kut Walter Scott was a canny 
artist..: He knew better than to put 
Rowena i a scene where the really 
romantic characters of the story 
should also be present. Rowena for 
a few minutes might hold her own 
with Rebecca, but what if Richard- 
the-Lion-Hearted had come in, or 
Ivanhoe?

She had demonstrated her punch- 
ing prowess before in cafe society 
set-tos, but this was her first conflict 
in Madison Square Garden. 

The odds were against her. Mary 
lost her decision. She didn’t even get 
a chance to throw a punch, but did 
manage to get in a few well-aimed 
kicks at the policeman who escorted 
her out of the Garden. 

Much against her wishes, Mary 
was booked “at a near-by police sta- 
tion on disorderly conduct charges, 
filed by Betty. Two hours later, Mary, 
who has a Park Avenue address, 
posted $500 bail and was released. 

Next day Mary apologized and 
Betty forgave her. The chargés were 
dismissed. To give a feminine flavor, 
Mary kissed her opponent.

It was Mary Kirk’s first flare-up 
in a long time. 

“I would have given my right arm 
if it hadn't happened,” she said, when 
asked for her version of the un- 
scheduled bout.

Since plenty of the best families 
were anxious to entertain her, her 
money didn’t «go very fast, but 
neither did the items she hoped to 
sell. In Washington she encountered 
a dance studio manager who offered 
her $2,000 to teach dancing for three 
months. She accepted. 

It was worth $5,000 to a cosmetics 
firm to have her endorse its products 
and a chewing gum manufacturer 
paid her well for telling the public, 
via car cards and posters handsomely 
emblazoned with her likeness, that his 
chicle was “in good taste.” 

Somehow these windfalls vanished 
rapidly and Iris soon had only a few 
dollars in her bank account. In other 
years she could have cabled home for 
funds, but that was impossible now.

honor. He was fined that much for 
issuing check§ to pay his losses in 
the casino at Monte Carlo, 

A valuable motorboat 
been seized by the Italians 
the war finally came back into the 
possession of Woolf Barnato, finan- 
cier and one of Britain’s most noted 
racing motorists. French mechanics 
repaired it.  Barnato bought 250.000 
francs in Monaco to pay their bill. 
The fransaction was discovered and 
Barnato was fined $2,500. 

Colonel Neville Tufnell, former 
gentleman usher to the king, ob- 
tained the same amount of francs 
from the same source while he was 
in Monaco, but when he explained that 
he had distributed most of the money 
to friends who were in even more 
destitute circumstanees than he, the 
judge let him off with a $400 fine.

Mayor Martin Kennelly is today’s leader, com- 
manding an army of citizens in a fight against 
organized vice, corruption and other evil influ- 
ences trying to prevent the great city from living 
up to its motto: I Will! 

The leader of yesteryear was a street sweeper. 
He had an army too. An army of thugs, gunmen, 
panderers and sadists who succeeded—-for a while 

in changing Chicago’s motto from I Will to 
I Don't Care. . 

Fortunately for Chicago, the forces for good 
overcame the forces for evil. But it has been a 
struggle; a long, trying battle that took courage, 
persistence and a community spirit seldom 
equalled. 


The Chicago Switching District handles 
approximately 45,000 freight cars daily, or 
more than that handled in New York City 
and St. Louis combined, 


The struggle began back in the early 1900s 
when Jim Colosimo was supposedly sweeping 
South Wabash avenue, near 22d street. In those 
days, what with ward bosses and the antiquated 
patronage system, street cleaners need only make 
a gesture at keeping the city clean. It’s different 
now, under Mayor Kennelly. They work. 

Jim Colosimo, newly arrived from Sicily, made 
his one-gesture for the day, leaned on his broom, 
and burst into song. 

Victoria Monesco, leaning on her upstairs 
window sill across the street, heard it, and ap- 
preciated both singer and song. She whistled at 
the street sweeper and beckoned: Jim Colosimo 
dropped his broom and went upstairs. 

Victoria was well set up, physicaily and finan- 
cially. She owned four disorderly houses, inciud- 


ing the infamous House of All Nations, and she 
wanted a good man to help her run the business. 


Chicago has grown from 50 residents to 
3,450,000 in 114 years, a record of growth 
unequalled by any Other city in the world. 

In her mind, Jim Colosimo was the man. Two 
weeks after he climbed the stairs to meet her 
they were married; a marriage made in Hell, as 
it turned out. With the marriage, Colosimo took 
over the management of the brothels and, after 
inspecting the books, announced he wasn’t happy 
with the proceeds. 

“We got to get bigger,” Big Jim said. “You 
stay home, keep house. I will take care of 
business.” 

He started expanding in five directions. Hie 
took over the Italian national lottery and est”b- 
lished wholesale gambling in suburban Cicc.o 
so that when Al Capone “took over” a few years 
later he found the suburb neatly and profitably 
organized. 


OLOSIMO took over the illegal wine industry. 

He bought grapes by the carload, farmed them 
out to Sicilian families, and sold the wine without 
bothering to pay the government tax. 

He took over the padronc system, importing 
immigrants and hiring them out as laborers with 
Colosimo getting a dollar for every dime he spent 
on them and he ran the white slave system which 
supplied girls for Vi. 

Finally, he took over a building at 2126 South 
Wabash avenue and opened his own cafe 
Colosimo’s Restaurant—and made it a world leader 
in the matter of famous names, foods and wines. 

Frisco, the wit of Broadway and Hollywood, 
was a fixture. 

There, at Colosimo’s, you might find the late 
Critic Percy Hammond, with his friends Ethel and 
Jack Barrymore. Or the handsome Greiners, Art 
and Dick, or”*Nat Goodwin.

There too, at Colosimo’s Restaurant, you would 
find such patrons~of the opera as Harold Mc- 
Cormick and Ganna Walska, or Samuel Insull or 
Sid Weinman, who invented the art of: treating 
with magnums on the house. 

The late Robert Lee, managing editor of the 
Chicago Tribune, married a girl off Colosimo’s 
floor. Her name was Virginia Kibbe and, like all 
the girls in Big Jim’s floor shows, she was a lady. 
Colosimo’s was not just the hottest spot in town. 
It was one of the gayest places in the world. 

Colosimo’s LaSagna was an epicure’s dream. 
It took the chef hours to prepare his specialties. 
His risotto aux truffles was made with imported 
small dark Italian tomatoes, saffron tinted rice, 
blended with butter. and parmesan in which 
nestled truffles from Perigard. 

His restaurant sérved two purposes. He got 
to meet the famous people, wine them and dine 
them. And, in the backroom, he could meet and 
talk business with his agents in the murderous 
underworld which he was setting up. 

Because of his numerous and expanding in-

Torrio turned out to be a good field general 
but his numerous errands kept him too busy to 
double as a bodyguard—and Big Jim thought he 
needed one. Threats and demands were being 
made upon him and his rackets daily, and the 
Mafia, Sicilian extortionist organization, had him 
worried. So, one day, he said to ‘lorrio: 

“Maybe, Johnny, you need more help? For 
the protecting of me?” 

Johnny Torrio mopped his brow and said yes, 
maybe. 


Colosimo went to New York and came back 
with a bulging young man he introduced as Al 
Brown. Contrary to general opinion and belief, 
he did not import Frankie Yale, or Uale. Yale 
was a New Yorker who left his city only briefly— 
to kill a specified man for money. 

Al Brown's real name was Al Capone. He 
seemed to brood quite a bit and was self- 
conscious about a scar on his left cheek, but 
Colosimo felt better when he was around. 

Colosimo taught Capone to use his latest 
invention, the sawed-off shotgun, -with barrels 
only a few inches long. Al Capone admired it 
because it could be hid Reneath a coat. And it 
was easy to use in the backseat of an automobile, 
when the target to be spattered was a victim, all 
unsuspecting, riding in the front seat. 

When Capone wasn’t needed to “take care” of 
the Colosimo enemies, he served as bouncer and 
lookout man at the Four Deuces, a notorious dive

a few steps away at 2222 South Wabash avenue. 

Those were the days, and nights, when the 
Mafia’s sawed-off shotgun victims were deposited 
by dozens at Death Corner, Milton avenue and 
Oak street. 

Those were the days and nights before the era 
of Mayor Martin Kennelly and the New Chicago. 
Today, or tonight, Chicago is so well and honestly 
policed that Chicagoans and Chicago visitors have 
no fear of muggers.

Jack had found her singing in a South Side 
church, had written a story about her, and printed 
her picture.

Young and 
innocent Dale Winter was happy because she,was 
pleasing the patron and the boss. To her, 
Colosimo was a benign patron who employed the 
finest teachers to develop her career. 

Colosimo never told her of his double dealing; 
his sinister and sordid operations in vice, 
gambling, bootlegging and the murders by which 
he ruled. 

He didn’t tell her about his sawed-off shetgun, 
nor about his perfecting the “friendly” murder 
in which the victim thought he was with his pals, 
right up to his last second on earth.

After more than 30 bodies had been found 
there in the space of a couple of years, the locale 
was christened Death Corner. 

Today, under Mayor Martin Kennelly’s ad- 
ministration, it is a miniature Happy Hollow. 
Boys and girls play games at Milton and Oak 
streets secure in the knowledge that they won't 
make the gruesome discovery-——the finding of 
another victim of gangland warfare. 


ALE WINTER knew nothing of Jim Colosimo’s 

nefarious activities. She didn’t know that Cdlo- 
simo, in late December of 1919, had told Victoria 
he wanted a divorce. Victoria was forced to give 
it to him. He, in turn, was magnanimous. Colo- 
simo gave her a fortune in money, an equal for- 
tune in jewels, and said good-by to the woman 
who had taken him off the streets and away from 
his broom. 

Two days after the decree was granted, Jim 
Colosimo and Dale Winter, his Songbird, were 
married in Indiana. They had a perfect married 
life—-for a few weeks. 

Then, on the morning of May 11, 1920, Colo- 
simo received the telephone call. His bride could 
hear only his answers: 

“Yeh. Sure. Be right down.” 

He dressed hurriedly and went to his cafe. 
Mrs. Dale Winter Colosimo never did learn who 
had called him. She knew only that it must have 
come from a trusted friend because Big Jim 
did not ask for the services of Johnny Torrio or 
his bodyguards. 

He went alone to his rendezvous with death. 

He was found alone, an hour later, in the 
foyer of Colosimo’s restaurant. There were bullet 
wounds behind his ear, no life-in the body. 

His bride, turned widow, sat for two days and 
three nights at his bier. 

After the funeral she told his attorneys she 
wished to keep only her engagement ring, the 
wedding ring and the name of Mrs. James Colo- 
simo. His great fortune was to be given to the 
first Mrs. Colosimo, Victoria. “I am going out 
of here with the same little suitcase I brought in 
and that is all I'll take,” said Dale Winter. 

Dale Winter went away, to return to Chicago 
in the musical comedy “Irene” and gained tri- 
umphs with her singing of “My Sweet Little Alice 
Blue Gown.”

Later she married Henry Duffy, theatrical 
producer. The marriage was an unqualified suc- 
cess. 

Meantime, Chicago police called in and grilled 
30 suspects, turned them loose. Officially, the 
murder of Big Jim Colosimo was never solved. 
The police, hampered or controlled by the under- 
world—-this was the Chicago before the Kennelly 
administration—inferred murder was an economic 
necessity. 


W Ho did kill Big Jim Colosimo? 

Al Capone did. Years later he boasted: 

“I wiped out Colosimo. He was in love and 
gettin’ soft. I figured it was time he got out and 
I stepped in. He could have all the women he 
wanted. When he divorced Victoria he violated 
thé code of the Mafia. Victoria got her vengeance 
and I got Chicago. 

“The pupil killed the teacher!”

OUR men were about to die, on 

the night of July 3rd, in the elec. 

tric chair at. New York’s Sing 
Sing Prison. 

Though the oldest was only 35, 
each had traveled in his own pecu- 
liar way along the devious roadways 
of crime until he reached the final 
fatal turning where he took, or 
helped to take, a human life. 

As the seconds ticked by in the 
execution chamber I sat among the 
official witnesses, some of them res- 
tive from watching the door through 
which the first doomed man would 
walk, and thought for a moment of 
each of those boys as an innocent 
baby in his mother’s arms; a toddler 
learning to lisp his first words; an 
eager little youngster .ready for his 
first day at school and the wider 
horizon it would offer him. 

Where, I asked myself, was the 
first unhappy incident in each young 
life that caused four pair of footsteps 
to turn into the individual paths that 
led to a common channel of wrong. 
doing and eventually to death on this 
summer night by electrocution? 

What happened in each of these 
young men’s lives to make them so 
different from my neighbor’s son, or 
the fellow just a block up the street? 

My thoughts were interrupted by 
an awesome stillness as Salvatore 
Di Cristofaro, 35, ignoring the preay- 
ing chaplain beside him, entered the 
death chamber. Glaring and mutter- 
ing oaths he walked to the chair and 
seated himself sidewise. His hands 
remained clenched in tight fists, as 
the straps were adjusted. 

Salvatore’s life was. being 
because he had murdered his 
for the affections of a woman; 
killing was one of jealous rage. 

The transcript of Di Cristofaro’s 
trial in Buffalo, New York, discloses 
that a psychiatrist testified that the 
defendant “has shown throughout his 
life an overwhelming tendency to act 
on impulse.” a 

It was brought out that during the 
first few months of Salvatore’s baby- 
hood something apparently started 
him to develop the behavior patterns 
that made him fail to consider the 
consequences of his acts as he grew 
up; that kept him from learning by 
experience as most children do. 

By the time he was in the.second 
grade in school, the records show, 
he was rated “Unsatisfactory” or fail- 
ing in conduct, and his first brushes 
with the law, when he was about 11, 
were malicious acts such as breaking 
street lights and stealing skates and 
school supplies from his playmates. 

The police record for . 
Salvatore, from that time 
on, is a long list of petit 
larceny, disorderly con- 
duct and violation of 
parole; there were terms 
in the reformatory and 
in Attica Prison; then 
the ultimate crime. 

Salvatore, who had 
fought his way through 
life on the wrong side of 
the law, died fighting. 

In a few minutes a 
second condemned man, 

Edward Nathaniel Jones, 
22, entered, his eyes wide 
with fear. 

From 
shouted, 
God have 
soul!” 

But the law had found 
him guilty and he had 
reached the end -of the 
road from which there 
is no returning. 
for the shooting of a_ delicatessen 
owner in Brookiyn while he and his 
accomplices were robbing the cash 
drawer of $90. 

Edward's trouble seemed to start 
when he was about 10 years old and 
temporarily excluded from schoo! be- 
cause of inecorrigibility. Larceny, 
loitering and fighting led to many 
arrests and when the boy was only 
13 he was sent to the State Home for 
Boys at Jamesburg, N. J., after an 
arrest for assault and battery. 

At the home Edward worked in 
the kitchen and managed to reach 
the sixth grade in school. Soon afte: 
he was paroled he went to work but 
eventually got mixed up in a MNar-

cotics charge and he himself became 
a marijuana addict, according to his 
Draft Board rejection. 

Though he confessed, at first, to 
his share in the Brooklyn holdup 
where Gustave Winkelman was shot, 
he later denied it even up to the 
point of his death. 

Arnold Sims, 23, entered the ex- 
ecution chamber quietly, his eyes 
on the floor, his lips moving in prayer.

It was kind of a bewildering ex- 
perience for Charlie (who inherited 
her masculine name grom a favorite 
uncle), because she’d almost tagged 
Ty out twice, once in 1931 and again 
this year. 

Charlie’s two errors were brought 
about mainly because the Ty, great- 
est base runner of all time, is also 
a fast man with a word and on each 
occasion when Charlie was all set 
with her own divorce action Ty ‘cut 
loose with a torrent of persuasive 
protest and there she was, putting

by the man whose pleas ‘for discon- 
tinuance of legal ac.ion she heeded 
twice, Charlie is dolefully rumina‘ing 
over the umpire’s reverse decision. 

If she’d been an expert character 
analyst Charlie might have foreseen 
what was going to hapven. Or if 
she’d had a heart-to-heart talk with 
some of Ty’s early bageball confreres 
and opponents she might have had 
an inkling of how things were shap- 
ing up.

They'd have told her, if she didn’t 
already know, how Ty used to come

Ty's equal in truculence when de. 
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feated has never been found. He once 
said of his baseball career:

‘To win was the 
dearest wish of my life.” 

It was a wish he carried off the 
diamond into every phase of his 
existence, 

Ty and Charlie started off well 
enough. He was an aspiring ball 
player already known as the “Georgia 
Peach” when they wed, and she was 
a pretty southern belle intent = on 
nothing more than keeping the home 
fires burning while Ty traveled. 

she learned soon enough that Ty 
was what writers were later to call 
him: “a born feudist.” She stuck it 
out while ‘Ty carved out his immortal 
name and ‘Tyrus, Jr., Shirley, Her- 
schel, Beverly’ and Jimmy arrived. 

It was in 1931 that she came to a 
decision and filed suit for divorce. 
Ty was on the Pacific. Coast, retired 
three years, when that happened. He 
swung aboard the first trafrn for 
Georgia. Divorce the Ty?

Do it again he did: Within two 
weeks Charlie’s suit was withdrawn 
and she’d been persuaded to make a 
fresh start in California.

When 
Charlie arrived with her family there 
was no one to meet them. 

The “fresh start’ lasted eight 
years. ‘Then Charlie moved from the 
Cobb mansion in Atherton with its 
clipped lawns and swimming pool to 
a modest home in near-by Menlo 
Park. With her went her daughter, 
shirley, now with the Red Cross in 
Japan. Neither ever returned. 

By the time Charlie got around 
to her second suit, this year, the 
family had been increased by eight 
grandchildren. ‘Ty, Jr.,.had returned 
to’ Atlanta to practice medicine. 

Herschel, backed by his dad, was 
running a bottling plant in ‘Twin 
Falls, Idaho. Beverly had married 
Thomas McLaren, without her 
father’s blessing, and James, the 
youngest, was established in Los 
Angeles.

Hie closed the 
Atherton home, locked each room 
separately and over the front door, 
on the inside, rigged up a bucket-of 
water contraption to douse intruders 
Charlie escaped a bath by using a 
Side entrance. 

Now as in the old baseball days, 
Ty forced his victory. He didn’t want 
Charlie to divorce him, but he in- 
sisted on divorcing her. He filed suit 
in Reno and got his decree. Charlie 
kept half-interest in the Atherton 
home, got a reported $250,000 worth 
of securities and $50,000 cash, 

This hardly dents the “Georgia 
Peach's” holdings, he having amassed 
what Mrs. Cobb’s attorneys described 
as a $7,000,000 fortune through the 
build-up of stock bought years ago 
in a rapidly expanding beverage com- 
pany. Apprised of this legal esti. 
mate, Ty scoffed: 

“There isn’t that much money in 
America.” 

However, nobody has contradicted 
the sports writer who called him “the 
richest graduate of professional sport 
in the U. SS.” Furthermore, he now 
lives in Nevada, where he doesn't 
have to pay a state income tax. 

Cobb had another legal _ tussie 
after the divorce proceedings. When 
his former housekeeper, Lucille La 
Pointe, was arrested in_ Placerville, 
Calif., on a reckless driving charge, 
Ty, riding with’ her, raised such a 
fuss that Justice of the Peace T. F. 
Lewis threw him into jail for two 
hours on a charge of being drunk on 
a public highway. It was the wrong 
thing to do, stormed Ty. They could 
not do that to the Ty!

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IVE a good reporter a baffling 
murder mystery, a clue that 
the police have overlooked and 
a susceptible girl witness, preferably 
attractive, and sometimes you get 
a solution. That’s the way it was with 
the Case of the Little Black Button. 

The body was found on the morn. 
ing of February 18, 1917, along a 
highway near Hammond, Indiana, 
which. was known locally as Murder 
Street because so many bodies had 
been strewn along it from time to 
time.

anapolis, where the engine numbers 
were filed off and they were repainted 
and sold. Another man worked with 
him. His name was W. Palmer 
Sparks, called ‘The Count. 

“He and Fred had a racket. They 
used to take out rich wives who 
wanted to play and then they would 
blackmail them. Fred told me The 
Count thought he was holding out 
on some of the dough.” 

She gave Sparks’ address to 
Hunter. He took Duffy there. The 
room was vacant, but it contained a 
pair of bloodstained trousers, some - 
drugs, a pistol and the soft, gray felt 
hat that Higgins had worn the night 
he was killed. 

On March 16, 1917, Sparks was 
indicted for murder, but he was be- 
yond the reach of the law. He had

A few weeks later Hunter also 
went to war. He entered the 122nd 
Field Artillery as a private and came 
out as a captain. After newspaper 
work in Chicago, Los Angeles and 
New York, he became a major in the 
last war, went with Patton across 
I‘rance to Bavaria, was invalided out 
as a well-decorated colonel. 

“T remember that case well,” he 
said the other day at the Washing- 
ton Bureau of the Hearst News- 
papers, to which he is now attached, 
“but I never have believed Sparks died 
in France. Anybody who operated 
as smoothly as he did probably 
switched papers with someone who 
was killed. It wouldn't surprise me 
if he was a big-time racketeer now, 
operating under another name.”

OME people dream they can beat 
the races. But the Hon. John 


Godley of bally old Ballio] beats 
the races with dreams. No spoofing! 
Since the Honorable John first 
learned of the strange clairvoyant 
power he possesses in the goose- 
feathers, his dreams have given the 
bookmakers in Oxford, England, 
nightmares. 

Lord Kilbracken, who is the Hon- 
orable John’s pater, sent him to 
Oxford to study something besides the 
racing entries but a bloke can dream, 
can’t he?

F YOU do not believe that ours is a fabulous 
land of fabulous opportunity, populated by fab- 

ulous characters, glance over this study in con- 
trasts, and behold what the great American Wheel 
of Fortune can turn up in the brief revolution 
of one generation. , 

In Enid, Oklahoma, shortly after the turn of 
the century, the Government opened up free land 
to would-be farmers. ‘Theirs for the racing to 
it and the staking of a claim. At the city line 
there waited the men on horseback listening for 
the shot that would loose them to make the run 
for a farmstead claim. 

Crack! Dust, thudding hooves, sweating 
horses, straining leather, cursing, hard-bitten men, 
galloping for a piece of land of their own. 
Amongst them a tall, tough, craggy giant, an im- 
migrant from the hills of Kentucky with his family 
of nine, a jack-of-all-trades man, set to try his 
luck at farming. 

Poverty ruled the farm. To the youngest boy 
of the family, in his worn bloomers, torn blouse 
and frayed straw hat. with shoestring band, 
nothing was so important as money, pennies to 
buy a ball and glove, money to buy another pair 
of pants, money for schooling. Because there 
was no money, he never progressed beyond the 
Sth grade. 

The wheel turns 40 years. In a fashionable 
side street off Fifth Avenue in New York there 
is located the most famous night club in the world, 
a glitter spot of lights and mirrors, leather and 
chromium gleaming bars, soft panelling, good 
food and music, good taste and conviviality. 

Through its doors ss the rich and would- 
be rich, the great and near-great of the huge 
metropolis in search of relaxation. More than 
three million dollars a year passes through its 
till. The aggregate worth of its patrons, plus the 
value of the jewels and furs of their wives, 
daughters and sweethearts, displayed there ina 
season would pay off a sizable part of the na- 
tional debt. 

The bland, quiet, soft-spoken, well-dressed man 
with the frosty blue eyes and the touch of the 
tough, gambling West on his features, the faint 
reminiscence of Tex Rickard, who is the inventor, 
owner and operator of this fantastic property and 
host to the great names of the New York social, 
political, literary and theatrical world, is that same 
youngest son of the big, craggy Kentucky im- 
migrant who made the run for the Oklahoma 
farmstead claim, the kid in the chewed-up straw 
and out-at-the-seat pants, who never had: enough 
money, enough clothes, enough schooling, enough 
of anything. : 

Mr. Sherman Billingsley of the Stork Club. 

Ward McAllister used to be New York’s social 
dictator. Now it’s Billingsley. The list of people 
barred from his domain is a formidable one in- 
deed. But you don’t have to be social to get in. 
You just have to be nice. 

Who are the guests to whom this man Billings- 


ley plays hest? Name any picture star who 
happens to be in town, author of a hit play or best 
seller, General, Admiral, Government official, add 
Jack Astor and Al] Vanderbilt, J. Edgar Hoover, 
Gene Tunney, Jim Farley, Jim Flagg, Cole Porter, 
Ernest Hemingway, Bing Crosby, Bob Hope, 
Bea Lillie, Robert Tayler, John Gunther, Bert 
Lahr, Rebecca West, Jack Pearl, Anna Neagle, 
Alfred Hitchcock, John Steinbeck, Morton Downey, 
J. P. McEvoy, Mary Pickford, Ambassador James 
Gerard, Barney Baruch, Drew Pearson, George 
Jean Nathan, Julie Haydon, Hedy Lamarr, Merle 
Oberon, Dorothy Kilgallen, Garson Kanin, Dorothy 
Lamour (who got her start in the Stork Club as 
a $50 a week singer with the band) Winthrop 
Rockefeller, Peter Arno, Helen Hayes, Mrs. Har- 
rison Williams, Dick Berlin, Gypsy Rose Lee, 
June Havoc, Ann Sheridan, and you have a 
cross section of the world of art, letters, drama 
and politics. 

Add to this the debutante crop of each year 
and their Social Register elders and a sprinkling 
of well-behaved out of town visitors and spenders 
and you have a picture of a night at the Stork 
Club. Walter Winchell and Leonard Lyons are 
the minnesingers of this fantastic tavern and its 
glittering array of guests. It is the source of three 
quarters of the gossip in most of the nationally 
syndicated gossip columns. 

‘Whence did this poor Oklahoma farm boy 
who in his pursuit of money, became, when he 
grew up, a speakeasy operates as well as an 
operator of a chain of drugstores in New York, 
Bronx and Westchester, builder of homes, factories 
and garages, take the know-how, the imagination 
and the intimate knowledge of the good things of 
life to cater to the wealthiest, most sophisticated 
and finicky crowd in the United States? 

The answer lies in that old line, that old story— 
“Tf I were King...” Only for Sherman Billingsley 
it began—“If I ever had a restaurant...” 

And then his agile and hungry mind played 
with a thousand details of the dream; “If I hada 
restaurant and saw a waiter put a napkin under 
his sweaty arm, I'd fire him...I wouldn’t let 
drunks in to disturb patrons...I’d buy and serve 
only the best of everything.. .I’d have dance music 
playing all the time...I wouldn't let the cigarette 
girl stand around to open the pack she had just 
sold...If a checker tried to pad a bill he’d be out 
on his ear...I’d cater to a lot of nice young kids 
and make it easy on their pocketbooks, so when 
they grow up and became wealthy they’d come 
back and spend money...I wouldn’t let head- 
waiters backslap guests and call them by their 
first name.” 

All of these things are cast iron rules of the 
Stork Club, a public restaurant, tavern and dance 
hall that has more of the atmosphere and qualities 
of an exclusive private club than any tight ex- 
clusive organization with a restricted member- 
ship and a waiting list. 

Thousands of gallons of liquor are sloshed 
over the bar, but the fussiest mama need not 
worry when her teen-aged daughter is dancing 


at the Stork Club with her undergraduate escort. 
And doesn’t. 

The rules of decorum in this public house are 
stricter and more rigidly enforced than in many 
a private school or social club. It takes only one 
exhibition of bad manners to land you outside on 
53rd Street, and from then on you stay out. 

The secret of Billingsley’s success has had a 
hundred analysts probing for his formula which 
is so simple that it turns out to be no formula 
at all, but only an utterly fantastic oneness of 
purpose. Billingsley lives, breathes, eats, sleeps 
and dreams the Stork Club. 

Outside of his wife and three pretty daughters 
there is nothing else in his life. He has no hobbies, 
no secondary interests and no desires except to 


make his “joint” the best of its kind in the world 


and keep it that way. 

Already a millionaire, ‘he works at his job 
16 hours a day, a one man dynamo who seems 
to be in a half dozen places at once. 

He is in the kitchens, in the cellars, behind 
the scenes, welcoming guests, sending gifts, slip- 
ping Stork Club book matches into the pockets 
of overcoats checked in the cloakroom, peeking 
into hat labels to see whence a patron hails so 
that he can talk to him about his home town, 
flattering celebrities by sitting with them, check- 
ing on the current price of beef and vegetables, 
whispering orders on one of the many telephones 
concealed at vantage points, and hauling careless 
waiters on the carpet. 

If you wonder from what well of profound 
experience or education, or background Billings- 
ley drew the psychologically brilliant gambit of 
the gifts he dispenses—ties, perfumes, lipsticks, 
gold and silver cigarette lighters, dice, cigarette 
holders, handkerchiefs, drinks, champagne, to the 
tune of $150,000 a year—and if you ask him, he 
comes up with an answer that floors you with 
its very simplicity. He says: 

“I started giving things to people because I 
felt so happy about their patronizing my place 
and continuing to come. I wanted to express my 
gratitude to these people, so I’d send them a little 
a maybe a drink, or a trifle for the 
adies.” 


ILLINGSLEY is just that uncomplicated and 

grateful. One is reminded somehow of another 
Westerner, the late Tex Rickard, when he used 
to stand beaming just inside the doors of Madison 
Square Garden watching the swells in evening 
dress filing through the turnstiles to see a boxing 
show. 

“Just look at all them fine people patronizing 
me,” he used to say—“Greatest thing I ever seed.” 

Tex never gave anything away, but he was 
another man of rough, tough piéneer background 
who made his success in New York by catering to 
and protecting his patrons. 

The contrast between the dazzling glamour 
of the Stork Club entry, the bar, the dance floor, 
the quiet elegance of the Cub Room, the glitter 
of jeweled women, the seemingl*? smooth and

frictionless teamwork of more than 200 employes, 
and what goes on backstage is almost as fabulous 
as that between the two Billingsleys, the boy 
and the man. 

For Billingsley is engaged in an endless battle 
to see that his customers get the kind of service 
and treatment he thinks they ought to have, to 
run his place the way he believes it should be run. 

From a culinary point of view, the Stork Club 
ranks with the first ten restaurants of the world, 
only because of Billingsley. He hires the best 
chefs and buys the best food. But it was a 
venture that taught him that he could depend 
only upon himself. 

He went into the kitchen, and learned all about 
the business from that angle and what he found 
going on there was plenty. One silverman was 
engaged in smashing up coffee pots, hurling them 
to the floor and stamping on them. 

When the amazed Billingsley asked him what 
on earth he was doing that for, the reply was— 
“So that poor working men will have a job 
making new ones...” Employes were stealing his 
butter, absconding with ham, chiseling right and 
left. ‘They don’t any more. 

But from the point of view of service and 
unique atmosphere the Stork Club is unmatched. 
Go backstage, where the waiters dress and the 
band congregates, read the notices on the walls 
and bulletins and you will understand why. 

Here is an excerpt from a framed notice that 
hangs in the service elevator: 

“Shame, shame, shame on some of the Captains 
for letting their personal dress and appearance 
run down to such an extent. Shame on them for 
allowing some of the Waiters and Bus Boys work- 
ing under them to serve food when they’ look so 
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unpresentable. Don't you know that Captains are 
supposed to see that all Waiters and Bus Boys 
wear clean shirts, ties, jackets and trousers and 
that they keep their hair cut closely and are clean 
shaven? 

“It is also the duty of the Captains to see that 
the Waiters and Bus Boys have their shoes shined, 
trousers pressed, that their hands and finger- 
nails are kept clean. Now please don’t make it 
necessary for me to repeat myself.” 

Here is another: 

“Headwaiters T——, J - and F———.. and 
all other employes will please refrain from put- 
ting their hands on customers, or forcing cus- 
tomers to shake hands, or answer questions. 
Simply be pleasant and bid them the time of day 
coming and going, and that will be sufficient.” 


ROM time to time, Billingsley hires operatives 

from private detective agencies to come and 
spend an evening at the Stork Club, and submit a 
report on every single thing that happened to 
them, or they observed, about either help or 
patrons, including the watchdog at the velvet rope, 
the hatcheck girl, headwaiters, bartenders, bands- 
men, busboys. 

That report is then posted on the bulletin 
board where all the help can read it and see 
themselves as others saw them. In ‘his private 
office he has a two way radio set which enables 
him to cut in on various spots in the club and 
listen to what is going on and how the patrons 
are being treated. Members of the staff are 


never sure that they are not under observation 
for manners and behavior towards the clients. 


But his help swears by him. He pays them 
well, feeds them, gives them cigars and cigarettes, 
lets them draw up to three bottles of beer a day 
each and one drink of stronger liquor when they 
finish work. Recently he installed an old ‘carnival 
numbers wheel behind the scenes. Each employe 
gets a number. Once a day the wheel is spun. 
The winning number gets an extra ten dollars. 

He has given numerous gifts to charity, some 
as high as $5,000. He belongs, among others, to 
the New York Athletic Club, the Winged Foot Golf 
Club, the Lake Placid Club and the Manhattan 
Club. A movie which grossed $6,000,000 was built 
around his establishment—a rare tribute in itself. 
And during his building days he assured himself 
undying fame by naming a Street Billingsley 
‘Terrace. 

Unknown visitors from out of town who are 
sober and nicely dresed have no difficulty passing 
the velvet rope of the Stork Club. Pests, drunks, 
gangsters, ladies of the evening, boisterous cheap- 
jacks cannot get by to menace or annoy the 
regulars. Billingsley likes money, but not their 
kind of money. His policy has paid off a hundred- 
fold. 

A lot of people like to brag that they are 
bosom friends of Sherman Billingsley, but few 
are close to him. ‘Like many men out of the 
West, he is a loner and he has a deadly eye for 
a phony. His rough, hard beginnings gave him 
a knowledge of human nature which he applies 
24 hours a day to his one passion—his joint. 

Billingsley, the Oklahoma farm boy who didn’t 
have the money to pay for sixth grade schooling. 
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NY effort to visualize God reveals a surpris- 

ing .childishness. We can no more con- 

ceive Him than we can conceive an elec- 
tron. Yet many people do not believe in God 
simply because they cannot visualize Him. They 
forget that this incapacity is not, in itself, a 
proof of non-existence, considering that they 
firmly believe in the electron. 

We are in the habit of juggling nowadays 
with entities known to us only through their 
effects. ‘These are the particles, electrons, pro- 
tons, neutrons. Individually they are rigorously 
inconceivable, and physicists who specialize in 
this branch of science “forbid” any attempt at 
visualization. This does not disturb anybody, and 
their existence is not doubted for an instant. 

The agnostic and the atheist do not seem 
to be in the least disturbed by the fact that our 
entire organized, living universe becomes incom- 
prehensible without the hypothesis of God. Their 
belief in some physical elements, of ‘which they 
know very little, has all the earmarks of an irra- 
tional faith, but they are not aware of it. 

Our science is not universal as yet and only 
governs inanimate matter. Ef we maintain our 
faith in science as far .as inert matter is -con- 
cerned—and there is no reason for us not to 
do so — there can be only one explanation for its 
failure; namely, that nature itself is not homo- 
geneous, as we believed, and that there is a solu- 
tion of continuity between inorganic matter and 
life which our actual science cannot account for. 
Thus we need not accuse science as a whole. It 
keeps all its value, as far as we are concerned, 
for everything that is pot alive. Life, then, does 
not fit into the universal pattern we tried to build. 

According to the telefinalist hypothesis, man 
must continue to evolve toward spirituality. He 
must free himself from the domination of his 
animal reactions and from the crude ideas in- 
herited from his direct ancestors, vestiges of the 
first conflicts between primitive conscience and 
adverse nature. 

The tenacious memories ef this transitional 
epoch when man waged an unequal fight against 
instincts and meteors, when he clumsily tried to 
adapt himself to a new world in which unaccus- 
tomed tendencies, aspirations and desires had 
just appeared, still weigh heavily on him. 

Besides the scientific attitude, which is the 
privilege of a few and “has led some of the great- 
est minds of all times to admit the necessity of 


God; besides religion and spiritual thinking, which . 


have fheir roots in the deepest aspirations of 
man, there is only one mediocre and misleading 
approach left — an approach sadly bereft of 
beauty, namely, common sense. 

Alas, common sense will not suffice to cata- 
lyze, to accelerate the spiritual evolution in which 
man is engaged. 

As it is impossible to direct, to help every 
man individually, we.are obliged to fashion lead- 
ers, and, as intellectual qualities are not distrib- 
uted equally, we must prepare two different 
methods for gaining access to consciences. ‘The 
first must rest on the most plausible interpreta- 
tion of scientific facts and on a precise knowledge 
of the goal to be attained. The second, on the 
knowledge of human psychology and on the pre- 
ponderance of sentimental ideas. 

The first must be employed to prepare the 
teachers who will be responsible for the orienta- 
tion of the coming generations. The second, less 
intellectual and more emotional, will enable the 
leaders to reach the very heart of the masses. 

Religions tried to establish this distinction long 
ago. They created an exoteric doctrine for the 
people which differed from the esoteric doctrine 
intended for the disciples. "Today we can con- 
eeive a harmonious cosmos, the laws of which 
reinforce our intuitive, religious aspirations with- 
out ever contradicting them. 

Many would accept the hardest disciplines if 
he could be convinced that there is no conflict 
between religion and science; if his intellectual, 
rational self did not always enter into collision 
with his sentimental, intuitive self. 

No matter what our religion, we are all like 
people at the bottom of a valley who seek to 
climb a snowy peak that dominates the others. 
We all have our eyes fixed on the same goal, 
and we agree that there is but one summit to

Diverse in their form modeled by the external 
conditions, varying according to the climates, 
adapted to the soil, to the people, to the tradi- 
tions, religions are all arrayed under a universal 
rule, the source of which is supernatural and 
constitutes their reason for existence. 

Intolerance is a proof of incomprehension. 
The intellectual elite demands a reasonable foun- 
dation, whereas the mass is content with senti-

ment and turns instinctively toward those whom 
it believes capable of guiding it, just as a flock 
blindly follows the direction given by the leader. 

If the orientation of this group is bad or dan 
gerous, so much the worse for the flock. Some- 
how the crowd must be made to understand that 
the important thing is, not to follow, but to 
make an individual effort, and it is imperative 
for the leaders to comprehend that their task is 
to obtain this effort. 

Those who draw from within themselves the 
necessary elements to feed their faith and direct 
their lives are fortunate. There are many others, 
however, whose rational ego is not in harmony 
with their sentimental and religious selves, 

Vain and unconscious men, surrounded by the 
halo of science, under pretense that the spiritual 
light which guided humanity in the past was 
unreal, have raised opaque veils covered with 
obscure symbols, in order to hide the Light. They 
did not understand that what mattered was the 
human orientation which resulted therefrom, and 
that this reality could not be denied, whereas 
the Light itself was not of their realm. 

Let Man remember that the Law is, and al- 
ways has been, to struggle and that the fight has 
lost nothing of its violence by being transposed 
from the material onto the spiritual plane. Let 
him remember that his own dignity, his nobility 
as'a human being, must emerge from his efforts 
to liberate himself from his bondage and to obey 
his deepest aspirations. And let him above all 
never forget that the divine spark is in him, in 
him alone, and that he is free to disregard it, to 
kill it, or to come closer to God by showing his 
eagerness to work with Him, and for Him.

Her Mother Chose for Her— 
and With Him a Quarter 
Century of Unhappiness 
and Misery

HARLES RICHARD JOHN, ninth Duke of 
Marlborough, fidgeted and squirmed and 
looked at his watch for the 20th time. 

His young-old face reddened with anger as he 
reminded himself he had been kept waiting 15 
minutes at the fendezvous. An outrage, by gad! 
He had half a mind to bolt; to drop the whole 
thing and go back to England. 

But he had a better, and more practical, side 
that bade him wait. After all, $2,500,000 American 
money would pay a lot of debts and put Blenheim 
Castle, the ducal estate, back on its feet, so to 
speak, with plumbing added. Then there was the 
matter of $100,000 he was to receive annually. 

He decided to wait another five minutes in the 
ante-room of New York's fashionable St. Thomas's 
Church. Then he managed a grimace that passed 
for a smile and went forward to meet his bride, 
17-year-old Consuelo Vanderbilt. 

That day, Nov. 6, 1895, was a great day in New 
York society because at that time it wasn't every- 
body who could afford a duke as a son-in-law. 
The bride’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. William K. Van- 
derbilt, could and they smiled benignly as they 
caught envious glances of the Goelets, the Astors, 
the Oelrichses and the Belmonts. 

. It was a tragic day for the beautiful bride; a 
day that was to rob her of joy and tranquillity 
for a quarter of a century. 

If on that November day she could have fore- 
seen the years of misery before her, she might 


have kept the Duke waiting a lifetime. 

As it was, she went to the altar like an obedi- 
ent child, forsaking her true love, and trying to 
make the best of a bad bargain. 

Before the Duke of Marlborough appeared on 
the scene, Consuelo Vanderbilt reckoned herself 
the luckiest, the happiest girl in the world. 

She-swas 17; she was pretty; she was rich and 
destined to get richer without lifting a dainty 
finger and, most important of all, she was in love! 


HERE had been no official announcement but 

intimates knew that Consuelo had a “secret 
understanding” with young Winthrop Rutherfurd, 
direct -descendant of Peter Stuyvesant, thus quali- 
fying in the “oldest family” category. 

Socially and financially it would have been an 
ideal marriage, but suitor Rutherfurd had one 
drawback where the gir!’s pafents were concerned. 
He had no title. 

Mrs. \Wiliam K. Vanderbilt had decided to 
improve the family’s social standing, make it in- 
ternational, by seeing to it that Consuelo married 
royalty, if possibile; failing in that, “high nobility.” 

The steps she took to insure such a marriage 
were narrated a generation later by her daughter, 
Consuelo, as the lsiter sourht to have The l.lota 
of Rome annul her marriage to Marlborough. 

Discussing- her feelings for Winthrop Rr't>er- 
furd in her teens, the bartered bride testified: 

“My mother detached me from him and ob.iged 
me to leave the United States, intercepting our 
letters. My mother made continuous scenes 

“She said I must obey her, that I had no right 
to choose a husband for myself but must accept 
her’ choice. She also said my opposition was 
ruining her health and that I might be the cause 
of her death. 

“There was one terrible scene when she told 
me that if I succeeded in escaping, she would take 
the first opportunity to shoot my lover--that she

would be sent to prison and executed and the re- 
Sponsibility would be mine. 

“Having, destroyed the possibility of my. mar- 
riage to the man I loved, my mother told me she 
had chosen a suitable husband who would shortly 
be arriving in America as her guest. 

“I persist and dec.are that I agreed to marry 
the Duke of Marlborough only under pressure 
from my mother and in accordance with her 
absolute will.” 

It was a strong indictment but it wasn’t strong 
enough to make her mother wince. 

Mrs. William K. Vanderbilt Belmont (she had 
divorced Vanderbilt and married O. H..P. Belmont 
Shortiy after Consuelo’s ill-fated marriage) fi 
nally realized she had failed as a matchmaker. 

To support her daughier’s plea for annulment, 
the stately dowager testified 

“When I issued an order, nobody discussed it. 
I, therefore, did not beg, but ordered my daughter 
to marry the Duke.” 

Between that marriage, in 1895, and its formal 
annulment in 1926, Consuelo and her mother 
learned a lesson that should have been a warning 
for other rich American girls: 

The purchase of a titie doesn’t insure happi- 
ness, or even a reasoniub.e facsimile thereof. 

Marly in the honeymoon, the Duke dealt the 
first blow. He was. he informed his bride. allergic 
to American girls and she was no exception. How. 
ever, the Duke admitted to a fondness for Ameri- 
can dollars and drove a hard bargain. 

He used a considerable portion of the $2,500,- 


000 he had rece.ved from the Vanderbilts to restore 
Blenheim Castle. Its art treasures had been sold, 
its grounds neglected and the buildings them- 
selves were in danger of disintegrating. 

(the new duchess did her part to restore the 
ducal fortune, and outward appearance. She spent 
$3,000,000 to erect the great Sunderland House in 
London, a project the Duke. did not applaud. 

Ile noticed shortcomings in the structure and 
informed the Vanderbilts he would need $250,000, 
in addition to the original grant and his $100,000 
a year “salary” to complete the great work. 

The Vanderbilts demurred and the Duke

opened a long range campafgn of insults and jibes 
against his in-laws and his beautiful wife that 
caused even his friends to turn away from him. 

After one of his tirades, the Ear! of Rosebery, 
formerly Prime Minister, said of Marlborough: 

“IT don’t see how any woman could stand that 
little beast for a month!” 

But Consuelo “stood” him-——long enough to 
bear him two sons, in 1897 and 1898. Her hope 
that the children would change the attitude of 
her contemptuous husband expired in 1907. 

Worn out with the losing struggle, the Ameri- 
can Duchess signed a voluntary deed of separa- 


Driven from their Riviera establishment by 
World War II, Consuelo and her second husband 
finally settled in the United States. She built a 
magnificent villa on Hypoluxo Island near Palm 
Beach for winter tenancy, maintaining a summer 
“place” at East Norwich, Long Island, 


ESPITE the inroads on her purse made by the 
Duke of Marlborough, her estate was valued 
at more than $9,000,000 in a court accounting ren- 
dered after their final separation—enough to keep 
the wolf, with or without a title, from the door. 
In her 70s, Consuelo Vanderbilt Balsan has re- 
dedicated her life to her husband and her family 
and makes few “official” appearances in society. 
But the acquisitive Duke of Marlborough, 
his appetite for Ameri- 
can gold whetted by his 
marriage into the Van- 
derbilt family, made an- 
other matrinfonial raid 
on the money market 

before he died. 

His second American 
bride was Gladys Dea- 
con, Boston heiress 
termed by Whistler “a 
model of feminine beauty 
and daintiness.” 

Gladys had been Con- 
suelo’s girlhood chum; in 
fact, she had served as 
a bridesmaid at Consu- 
elo’s wedding to the 
Duke. 

The amount specified 
in the marriage contract 
was not made public but 
his few friends hinted 
that Marlborough must 
have done quite well. He 
was a good business man 
at the altar, they said, 
pointing to the $3,000,- 
000 plus he had acquired 
from the Vanderbilts. 

Death, rather than di- 
vorce, ended the second 
ducal marriage. 

Upon the death of the 
Duke, his widow retired 
to Blenheim Castle. 

Her companiohs on the 
Marlborov 71 ancestral 
acres were 80 dogs.” 

Consue'o’s older son, 
the tenth Duke of Marl- 
borough, had an ironic 
report to make following 
his last inspection of the 
castle, 

Three of the massive 
rooms, restored with

tion, providing for the maintenance of the two 
young heirs, and the Duke did likewise. 

When the older son, who later became the 
tenth Duke of Marlborough, was 21, a new agree- 
ment had to be made. Consuelo and her husband 
had one of their infrequent meetings and he put 
on his “company manners.” He wooed his wife 
again and Suggested a reconciliation. 

Consuelo was willing. The charm and the 
good nature that had made her popular with the 
royal family was turned to the task of patching 
up the marriage and keeping the famuly Intact 

After two weeks, the effort proved to be too 
great for Charles Richard John, ninth Duke of 
Mar!borough. Iie left home, after writing 

“I am convinced it is impossible for us to live 
happily together.”’ 

The Duchess took the next step, a suit for 
divorce alleging misconduct. In 1920, shortly 
after the 25th anniversary of her marriage, the 
decree was granted. 

Consuelo sighed wlth relief, confident that the 
last vestige of married _life had been removed. 

A year after her diverce, Consuelo married 
Colonel Jacques Balsan, a dashing French cayalry 
officer—-and the memory of Marlborough returned 
to mar the honeymoon. 

The colonel’s church did not recognize her di 
vor¢ce., In order to have her: second marriare 
sanctioned, the first would have to be annulled. 

Her mother, by then Mrs. Belmont, made 
amends by furthering her cause before the Rota 
of the Roman Catholic Church and there mother 
and daughter told how Consuelo had become the 
Duchess of Marlborough against her will. 

The annulment was granted in due time 
though the testimony was not disclosed 
after the colonel and his lady had withdraw 
from the social whirl of Europe and N@w York.

dog, you'll probably be proud of 


the special name given to the 
week that starts today. It’s National 
Dog Week, a tribute to mutts as well 
as purebreds. 

It couldn*t be signalized better 
than by sentiments here expressed by 
men who have spoken for all dog 
lovers—the late Booth Tarkington, 
the late Senator George Graham Vest 
and by William Randolph Hearst. 

Mr. Tarkington's sentiment was 
expressed in an appeal on behalf of 
mongrels, his letter addressed to the 
Indianapolis, Ind., City Council. 

“I think it was a great man, 
Maurice Maeterlinck, who first put 
the thought into words that out of 
the hundreds of thousands of species 
of animals only one had come to be 
man’s friend and love him,” he wrote. 

“Only the dog had abandoned 
even his own kind and voluntarily 
crossed the vast abyss that separates 
the “species.” . 

Mr. Tarkington then pleaded for 
dog waifs, advoeating a shelter. 

“Upon the decision of the council 
rests a difference for many of them 
between hell or earth. 

“There’s a word much used of 
late years...underprivileged. What 
of the underprivileged (dogs) who 
can’t even hope to be $4 dogs? The 
answer turns the heart sick; but we 
haven't found any other; they must 
die...Can Indianapolis afford to be 
a city wherein the quality of mercy 
is not shown to the helpless?” 

The city replied by opening a 
downtown municipal pet shop. 

Even before the Senate of the 
United States, the case for the dog 
has been stated. The late Senator 
-Vest, of Missouri, presented it his-

torically away back in 1884. He said: 

“The one absolutely unselfish 
friend that man can have in this 
selfish world, the one that never de- 
serts him, the one that never proves 
ungrateful or treacherous is his dog. 

“If fortune drives the master 
forth an outcast in the world, home- 
less and friendless, the faithful dog 
asks no higher privilege than that 
of accompanying him, to guard 
against danger, to fight against his 
enemies, and when the last scene of 
all comes, no matter if all other 
friends pursue their way, there by 
the graveside will the noble dog be 
found, his head between his paws, 
his eyes sad, but open in alert watch- 
fulness, faithful and true even in 
death.” 

Mr. Hearst’s tribute was embodied 
in a letter written after the cCeath 
of ‘his dog, Helen. He wrote: 

“You know, Frank, a boy and his 
dog are no more inseparable com- 
panions than an old fellow and his 
dog. 

“An old bozo is a nuisance to al- 
most everybody—except his dog. To 
his dog he is just as good as he ever 
was—maybe better, because, he is 
more appreciative of the dog’s de- 
yotion. 

“Anyhow, the dog and the old guy 
understand each other and get along 
‘just swell.’ So I do miss Helen. I 
was very fond of her. 

“She always slept on a big chair 
in my room and her solicitous gaze 
followed me to bed at night and was 
the first thing to greet me when I 
woke in the morning. Then when 
I arose, she begged for the special 
distinction of being put in my bed, 
and there she lay in luxurious en- 
joyment of the proud privilege until 
I was ready to leave. 

“But whether-in repose or on the

“And all day long at work or 
play, at meals or at the movies, at 
social conversations or business con- 
ferences, Helen was on the job and 
stuck steadfastly to her self-appoint- 
ed task of protecting her master and 
friend. 

“Whether she was walking by his 
Side, or seemingly asleep in her chair, 
She always Kept at least one watch- 
ful brown eye fixed upon him. 

“The protection of a big husky 
like myself by a little wisp like Helen 
was unnecessary, of course, and 
amusing perhaps, but that was her 
serious conception of her duty and 
she performed it with touching fi- 
delity. 

“Who could fail to be won by so 
much care and conscientious concern 
—so much attention and affection? 

“Aldous Huxley says ‘Every dog 
thinks its master Napoleon, hence 
the popularity of dogs.’ 

“That is not the strict truth. 
Every dog adores its master notwith- 
standing the master’s imperfections, 
of which it is probably acutely aware. 
And its master, unless he is lower 
in the animal scale than the dog, 
responds to such devotion. 

“Moreover, an affectionate and in- 
telligent dog is really an agreeable 
companion. 

“It suits itself to your moods. It 
does not chatter when you want 
quiet. It is gay when you wish to 
be gay. When you are sorrowful it 
is sad. When you are thoughtful it

“As Irene Castle says: ‘You can 
say to a child you will be back soon, 
and it does not worry. But when 
you leave a dog, it does not know 
whether you will ever be back.’ 

“You might be gone an hour or 
a year, or forever. So. the faithful 
animal] is in a constant state of dis- 
tress-and alarm until it sees you 
coming home. That is why it cannot 
restrain its delight. Its friend, that it 
has feared lost, is with it once again. 
It is not left alone in a cruel world. 

“So as your dog loves you, you 
come to love your dog. Not because 
it thinks you are Napoleon, not be- 
cause YOU think you are Napoleon. 
But because love creates love, de- 
votion inspires devotion, unselfish- 
ness begets unselfishness and self- 
sacrifice, and that fact is more than 
a commendable quality in the animal 
kingdom. It is the eventual hope of 
humanity.

One of the news stories I now have in my 
possession opened with that question. It keeps 
echoing through my thoughts as I await my fate 
in Guanabacoa prison, Cuba. Could there have 
been a basis for such a shocking suggestion? 

I was his slave; I became his destroyer. He had 
worked upon me. He had assumed the role of 
creator. In the beginning he was kind and gentle; 
in the end—something else. Was he trying all the 
while to transform his Satira into the devil- 
enchantress, the she-tyrant of his Godless imagina- 
tion? I wonder. 

“I must torture you because I love you. 

And you, my sweet, must torture me. That Is 

the ultimate ecstasy.” 

Those were his words. 

But there was no hint of this when Jack and I 
parted at the railroad station in Chicago on the 
morning on Nov. 2, 1946. He was then still the 
gallant sweetheart of my ideals, and | began my 
journey full of happy anticipation. 

Like any couple in love, we had made delight, 
ful plans, and I saw no obstacle to their eventual 
realization. 

I would go through with my dance contract in 
the West Indies, meantime getting a divorce from 
Carl, and then Jack and I Would be married in 
Mexico, probably in Acapulco’ where as (J 
believed) we would make our home. He had told 
me repeatedly that he intended to star! boat 
business and then open a night club there 

As I have related, he and Charles (Chuck) 
Jackson had bought a surplus navy patrol boat 
that fall for $750. They planned to take a small 
group of passengers on a cruise which would 
terminate at glamorous Acapulco. ‘lhe guests 
were to pay $300 each. 

Since there-was no telling when I would be 
back in ‘Chicago, I put just about everything 
I owned aboard the boat. I also left with Jack 
some money to bank for me, jewelry to send to

my father in Toledo, and furs to store. I trustea 
him in everything, I believed. his promises. 

“I want to set up a good boat business so 
we won't have to worry about income,” said 
a letter I received while I was in Trinidad, 
“Then the night club. Then a winter in 
Miami. Then the world, and always Satira, 
with me, possessing me, dancing with me, 
swimming, sailing, lying in the sun, loving 
me as only you can. 

“Everything I am doing,” he wrote, “is for 
you, belongs to you: I am so madly in love 
that nothing seems to worry me—nothing 
except you.”

He signed it, “Your Slave, J. L.” 

Another letter, typical of many he sent women 
he had captivated: 

“I haven't wanted to tell you this for some 
reason or other—but I have never been so 
blue and depressed, and as you must know, it 
largely is being homesick for Satira—wanting 
you, needing you so much it frightens me. 

“It frightens me because I wonder just how 
serrously you are thinking of me. If you need 
me, 1f you think of me seriously as belonging 
to you and you alone, then we'll have a wonder- 
ful life together.” 


N CHRISTMAS EVE, he wrote another letter, 

but this one wasn’t to me. 

“My baby darling—-Merry Xmas,” it began. | 

“It’s kinda lonesome down here today, Don't 
like this town any better than I used to—but it’s 
warm and beautiful. 

“We're still having engine trouble, so we'll lay 
over till Friday or Saturday. ‘Then head for 
Havana-——-maybe go to Nassau from there. ‘Then 
some of the islands. Acapulco looks sort of far 
away—at least by water. : 

“We have had an exciting trip so far. Every- 
thing has happened except murder, earthquakes 
and civil war. 

“Guess it was too much to expect a letter from 
you. Drop me a line care of Gen. Deliv., New 
Orleans, if- soon, or Havana later. 

“Love you.” 


This letter was to a woman I did not 
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dream existed—Mary Dixon Mee, his wife. 
She had married him in 1942, and they were 
still married. Time and again she had found 
proof of his perfidy, and time and again she 
had forgiven him. Even while he made those 
wonderful plans with me that fall, he was 
urging Mary to join him in Mexico for a 
second honeymoon! 
As I have indicated, the West Indies tour 
turned out badly for me and the five other girls 
in the troupe. 


E were treated like celebrities when we ar- 
rived at Port of Spain, Trinidad, but we soon 
discovered we had made a very poor bargain 
indeed. We found working conditions atrocious 
the theatres were not equipped to handle stage 
shows—-and we were badly managed we received 
only two weeks pay, out of which ™40 was taken 
for train fare. Also, my contract required the 
management to pay my hotel rent, but it didn't 
work out that way.

I felt no qualms, no fears for the future. Did 

I not have those beautiful letters, those pte- 

cious words of love... .“If you think of me seri- 

ously as belonging to you and you alone, then 

we'll have a wonderful life together.” . 

No, there was nothing really to worry about. 
And my cup of happiness brimmed over on the 
morning of Jan. 13 when I heard Jack's voice 
over the telephone: 

“We're here at last, darling!” 

“Oh, Jack!” I gasped. “Is it really you?” 

“None other!” he laughed. “Have to get some 
ship papers settled, then I'll be right over.” 

Our reunion was all that I had dreamed it 
would be. 

And the presents he’ad brought! Nine pairs of 
shoes, two jackets, a bathing suit, all kinds of 
costume trimming, and materials for clothes. 

But it developed that Jack had arrived in 
Havana with very little money, and as I had al- 
most nothing, he wired his father for $200.

The passengers quit the Satira within a 
few days, the cruise having been abandoned 
on account of the faulty engines—to say noth- 
ing of the absence of cash.

RUGS | 


OU will be repaid for con- 
sistent good care of your 
rugs with years of service 
from them. Learn the proper 
handling techniques for each 
tvpe of rug you own, 
whether wool, cotton, or 
fiber. A minimum amount 
of daily care will 
keep them bright 
and new. 
Pile Rugs 
OOL carpets to- 
day are so fab- 
that they 
repel ordinary dirt 
and do not show 


footprints. However, a 
daily once-ove> lightly with 
a carpet sweeper to pick 
up surface dirt, crumbs and 
threads keeps thé dirt from 
grinding into the back of 
the rug where real damage 
can be done. Under ordi- 
nary circumstances vacuum 
twice a week. 

You may wish to have 
your rugs shampooed. This 
you may choose to do an- 
nually, although in the 
average case once every two 
years has been found to be 
sufficient. 

If loose “fluff” appears 
on a new rug, do not be 
alarmed. It is merely the 
shearings of the surface 
which have nestled into the 
pile. It has no relationship 
to the construction of the 
floor covering. In time 
“fluffing” disappears entire- 
ly. You may find whole, 
short fibers raising their 
heads above the surface of 
a new rug or carpet. These, 
too, are not danger signals 
that the floor covering is 
about to become  thread- 
bare, But never yank out 
the rebels. Use a knife or 
scissors to cut them off at 
the proper pile height. 

Be a moth watcher. Moths 


like to hide in dark corners,’ 


If the furniture is too heavy 
to move for frequent rug 
cleanings, spray underneath 
furniture regularly with a 
good moth killer. 


Rug Pads 


jt is obvious that your floor 
covering will get more 
most of the 
walking is done—so change 
it around ence or twice a 
year. The life of a carpet, 
or rug, can be greatly in- 
creased by the use of a good 
pad underneath. Rough, or 
uneven, floors cause early 
signs of wear as the rug is 
forced into the irregular 
surfaces.

Cotton Rugs 


MALL hooked rugs, rag 

rugs, and shaggy cottons 
can be successfully washed 
in a washing machine, if 
the colors are fast. First 
remove all loose dust with 
a broom or carpet sweepér, 
then wash in lukewarm 
water and a mild soap. 
Don't overload your washer 
and follow the manufactur- 
er’s directions about time. 
Five minutes should be 
enough for the average rug. 

starching rag rugs slight- 
ly after washing will keep 
the edges from curling. 


Fiber and Grass Rugs 
FIBER and grass rugs, like 

other rugs, should be 
cleaned daily with the car- 
pet sweeper and vacuumed 
thoroughly once a week. 
However, it is important 
that these rugs be rolled up 
tiree or four times a year 
and: the floor underneath 
cleaned. Then vacuum the 
rug on both sides and lay 
it back in position. 


For All Rugs 


UICK action is in order 
when something is 
spilled on a rug. For ordi- 
nary stains, wring out a 
cloth in cold water and 
sponge off the spot before

If you are tempted to take 
up a rug and give it a good 
beating, resist this impulse. 
The dirt will come out, but 
so will the pile tufts. Don’t 
shake your rugs either. You 
are likely to weaken the 
backing,» break the threads, 
or strain the fibers.
